Other indications of this fact, it-was 
agreed, may be found in UN inaction on 
peace keeping and in failure to take 
away Russia's vote for dues arrears. 


However, the Soviet Union suffered « 
jolting setback this summer when it 
sought to win for the Arab states 
diplomatic compensation for their mili- 
tary defeat in the war with Israel. 


The Soviet bloc has also had little 
success with purely propagandistic pro- 
posals such as calls for elimination of 
Americar military bases overseas, and 
with a repeated bid to have UN troops 
pulled out of Korea. 

The ‘United States may have lost 
control of an Assembly majority — it did 
so as early as 1955-1960 — but the Soviet 
Union is a long -way from establishing 
suclr control, it is‘Widely’agreed.

A reporter put a question to Dr. Deutsch 
which puts the matter in another perspective.

Dr. Deutsch emphasized that, the council 
was designed to be quite separate from. the 
federal government, It is on its own. It doesn’t 
consult at length with governments. it doesn’t 
advise them quietly or behin] the scenes. 

It publishes—its views are in the open for 
anyone to see. The sweep of these views is 
overall. 

It’s not the council’s duty to worry about 
constitutional difficulties, It concentrates on 
economics at a whole. This is important 
because Canada is so decentralized and juris- 
dictions overlap. 

Thustthe counsel is as perfect as analysis of 
statistics, trends, and variable factors within 
and from outside the country can make it. 

However, it is not done with all the worries 
‘ofthe politicians ih mind, It is planning in the 
true sense, 


The council. says: These problems are 
developing; these are your alternatives, these 
may be your priorities. It cannot carry on a 
running battle with governments, for example, 
over inadequate housing policies. 


But any thoughtful person can see that the © 


council is a critic of government policies, 
especially of the federal government. 

Both the retiring and new chairmen of the 
council} insist. the council is not a warm 
favorite of the senior federal servants. They 
are less sure of whether the future 
relationship with the government should be at 
such a distance in popularization and in setting 
out prodlems and the council has 
lJaid the base for serious planning by govern- 
ments in Canada.

NEW DRUGS FIGHT LEUKEMIA 


WASHINGTON — For the 
first time, the dread “blood 
cancer, leukemia,. is being 
successfully tréated with 
drugs. 

So far, the number of cures 
belicved to have been wrought 
by, the treatments is small. 
Doctors say that no more 
than 400 Americans have been 
treated intensively with the 
newest and most potent anti- 
cancer drugs, and that no 
more than 100 of them will be 
alive 10 years from now. 

But against as deadly and 
intractable a disease as leti- 
kemia, a one-out-of-four cure 
rate represezits major prog- 
ress. As recently as 1954, only 
one out of 600 patients being 
treated for leukemia was 
living five years after his 
disease was discovered.

because it stripped the 
platelets (the sticky lattice- 
work, that promotes clotting) 
right out of the blood. 

Five years ago, in an effort 
to get around the toxicity 
problem, researchers at a few 
test centres developed 
methods of giving patients 
blood bank platelets, to make 
up for their loss of platelets to 
drugs like Methotrexates. 
With the platelets they also 
administered the newest anti- 
biotics to fight the infections 
that are one of the most 
common side effects of Jeu- 
kemia treatment. 

The results were good 
enough for doctors to begin 
increasing the dose levels. of 
the drugs at their disposal. 
One ac Children's Hos- 
pital in Philadelphia found 
that leukemia patients could 
tolerate a massive 20-dose 
infusion of methotrexate with 
good results. 

At the same time, doctors 
began to test combinations of 
four of the best antieukemia 


agents — methotrexate, vin- 
cristine, prednisone and 6 


mercaptopurine. 
Each of these drugs attacks 
eancer cells differently; 


methotrexate mimics the 
metabolites that cancer. celis 


sone, 
with another phase of cancer 
celi. growth. For this reason jit 
was hoped that the combina- 
tion approach would yield the 
maximum benefit by . killing 
eancer cells four ways instead 
of just one, 

The success. of the conrbin- 
ation drug treatment comes 
at a time when doctors have a

treat the disease we must rid 
the bloodstream of 99 per cent 

- of its cancer cells. Anything 
jess is not enough.’ The 
reason: leukemia cells double 
in man every four days, so 
that if one per cent of the 
cancer cells (about one 
midtion cells) get left behind, 
the SeeRRE Aa De 15 eens 
less than one week.

Cataplexy is decidedly dif- 
ferent from epilepsy, because 
in an epileptic seizure the 
person loses consciousness, 
and a seizure may come on at 
any time, whereas a spell of 
cataplexy is definitely brought 
on by emotion. 

I would not advise the 
woman to go to a big clinic, 
because even there the 
specialists could not tell her 
much about her peculiar 
condition. I am sorry to say I 
do not know of any medicine 
that will cure it. Her doctor 
could try several drugs such 
as Dilantin or Deaner (which 
are anticonvulsants) or 
Tofranil, and antidepressant 
drug.

The possibility of a work stoppage on B.C. Ferries 
is “imminent”, a Canadian Labour Congress official 


said today. 

Tom Gooderham, CLC 
regional director of organiza- 
tion, said the B.C. government 
has refused dues checkoff in the 
amount requested by the B.C. 
Ferry Employees’ Union. 

“Unlicensed personnel are 
determined not td be treated 
this way by the government and 
are prépared to take whatever 
action is necessary to win | clation, 
proper recognition,” he said. 

“The action of the govern- 
ment in 
payroll deduction of the amount 
requested is considered by the 
ferry employees as discrimina- 
tion against their organization. 

“The CLC has asked the 
government to reconsider its 


employees réquest. to have 
payroll deductions made in the 
amounts signed for by each 
employee on authorization 
cards. 


“The unlicensed ferry em- 
ployees 144 years ago came 
close to taking strike action 
against the ferry authority and 
there were some isolated cases 
of employees walking off the job 
in their attempt to have the 
government recognize their 
organization. 

“However, the government’s 
latest action is definitely a 
refusal to recognize the ferry 
employees union, therefore 
action which may be taken will 
be for recognition and a proper 
bargaining procedure. 

“Talks betwen the ferry 
authority and representatives of 
unlicensed personnel are slated 
for Wednesday and Thursday 
and it is hoped the government 
will reconsider its position and 
recognize the ferry employees 
rights of association.”’ 

Provincial Secretary Wesley 
Black, the responsible minister 
in civil service matters, was in 
his office this mornirig but did 
not reply to a newspaper 
message for comment. 

Mr. Gooderham said the B.C. 
Ferry Employees’ Union set its 
dues at $3 to $4 a month, 
depending on {individual earn- 
ings, but the government has 
stated it will only deduct $2 a 
month, _.
